An interesting slant on CIO tac- 
tics came to our attention recently 
that is worthy of the attention of 

all true trades unionists. 

It seems that some of 

their organizations have 

been attempting to inter- 

est certain unorganized 

groups with promises 

that as soon as they sign 

up that they will go right 

out and immediately get 

them everything they want from 
employers. 


As they put it, “JUST SIGN THIS 
CARD AND WE’LL DO THE 
REST RIGHT AWAY.” 


Anyone who has been a member 
of a trades union very long knows 
that things are not done that way. 
If it was that easy to get the boss 
to hand out raises and shorten 
hours, there is little reason for hav- 
ing a union at all. 


The great success of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor is that 
they don’t make that kind of prom- 
ises. They know that getting proper 
wages and hours for previously un- 
organized employes is hard work 
and often takes many months to 
accomplish. 


For this purpose the American 
Federation of Labor, with long ex- 
perience in negotiations of this 
kind, has set up the most effective 
machinery for co-operating with 
employes who wish to organize and 
showing them how to bargain suc- 
cessfully to produce results. Often 
this is done in conjunction with 
other American Federation of La- 
bor units. 


Nothing worth while in labor 
progress or anything else was ever 
accomplished over night and those 
who wish to organize will do well 
to steer clear of those who offer 
them the world with a fence around 
it just for signing a union card.

Communists off the Ballot— 

The bill, barring the communist 
party from the ballot in California, | 
will be signed by the governor. The 
signing of the bill, after it was 
passed by the legislature, was held | 
up for a short time due to the fail- 
ure of receiving the measure from | 
the engrossing clerk. 

Many organizations asked and 
are still asking for the elimination 
of the C P from all ballots, and 
the sooner the better. 

The fight to have the bill signed 
was led by the Berkeley post of 
the American legion and the fed- 
eration of women’s clubs. The 
Berkeley group has had its fill of 
the communists; they are meeting 
in public schools in Berkeley over 
the protest of a large number of 
Berkeley patriotic groups. The only 
one not sanctioning the requests of 
the communists on the board is 
Mr. Ziegler; he has shown his 
Americanism at all times by vig- 
orously opposing them. 

We compliment him on his fight} 
and offer our assistance whenever 
needed. 
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All resolutions, memorials and 
appeals to the national convention 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, scheduled to open in New Or- 
leans on November 18, must be in 
the hands of George Meany, secre- 
tary-treasurer, not later than thirty 
days prior to the opening of the 
convention, according to a circular 
letter received last week from A. F. 
of L. headquarters in Washington. 

“The only exceptions to the rul- 
ing,” the circular letter said, “are 
resolutions, petitions, memorials

upon and approved at a regular 
convention of a national or inter- 
national union or state federation 
of labor, held within this 30-day 
period, and such proposals shall be 
received up to five days prior to the 
convening date of the convention.” 

Other constitutional provisions 
listed in the circular letter regard- 
ing resolutions are: 

1. Proposals from central la- 
bor unions must have first re- 
ceived the approval of such 
central labor unions at a regu- 
larly constituted meeting of 
such organization. 

2. Proposals emanating from 
state federations of labor must 
first have the approval of the 
previous convention of the state 
federation involved. 


3. Proposals from federal la- 
bor unions shall be referred to 
the executive committee for 
consideration and disposition. 
The executive committee shall 
in turn advise the convention 
of the disposition made of such 
proposals. 

An_ additional requirement 
mentioned in the circular letter 
is that three copies of each 
_Yesolution must ie forwarded.

Food Clerks Win 


Strike for Shorter Day 


Forty-eight Hour Week for 
Food Clerks Signed; Lockout of UNIONS OF STATE 
Members Leads to Agreement SHOW PROGRESS 


BUILDING TRADES 


“Organized labor has consistently 
gone on record against use of WPA 
labor on construction and building 
projects,” declared C. J. Haggerty, 
president of the California State 
Federation of Labor and secretary 
of the Los Angeles Building and 
Construction Trades Council today. 

“Employment of WPA labor on 
such projects works an injustice on 
the WPA workman himself, upon 
members of organized labor, upon 
private industry and taxpayers as 
a whole,” Haggerty added. 

Reviewing employment in the 
California construction industries, 
Edward D. Vandeleur, secretary of 
the California State Federation of 
Labor, stated today that building 
trades unions throughout the state 
were today in the most flourishing 
condition since the pit of the de- 
pression. 

Vandeleur based his statement 
upon reports submitted to his of- 
fice by the various district vice 
presidents of the federation, which 
were almost unanimous in assert- 
ing that unemployment had ceased 
to be a problem for skilled build- 
ing trades workers. 

He attributed increased employ- 
ment to a variety of factors, the 
most important of which were: the 
FHA and USHA, covering the field 
of housing; augmented public build- 
ing both in the military and non- 
military fields; and increased ac- 
tivity by private industry. 

“A further noteworthy develop- 
ment in the building and construe- 
tion industry,” Vandeleur said, “has 
been the increased willingness, es- 
pecially in the past year, of em- 
ployers' to negotiate contracts 
across the conference table.”

“Apparently the CIO’s threat has 
been lost in the same maze of be- 
wilderment that currently engulfs 
Mr. John L, Lewis and his entire 
retinue, for we hear little of it in 
New Jersey.” 


Anti-Labor “Nonsense” 
Ridiculed by Fleming 


Federal Wage-Hour Administra- 
tor Philip B, Fleming told the con- 
vention of government labor offi- 
cials that it is “just nonsense” to 
believe that breaking down labor 
standards would promote national 
defense. 

“The argument that a serious la- 
bor shortage in some of the skilled 
trades necessitates longer hours of 
work is, likewise, to my way of 
thinking, misguided,” Colonel Flem- 
ing added. “There are today eight 
or ten million Americans looking 
for work.” 

Isador Lubin, United States com- 
missioner of labor statistics, as- 
serted that the country should be 
able to prosecute its $16,000,000,000 
national defense program “without 
lowering living standards.” 

He further said: “In fact, I be- 
lieve we should be able to raise our 
standards of living during this na- 
tional emergency.” 

Robert J. Watt of the A. F. of L. 
explained organized labor's attitude 
when he said “it wants a full share 
of participation and representation 
in the operation of the national de- 
fense program.” 


Pittsburg Fish Canners 
Sign Union Pact 


Blackie Prevost, international 
representative of the seafarers’ in- 
ternational union in charge of fish 
cannery organization, announced 
last week that a contract providing 
for the closed shop, wage increases 
and improved working conditions 
had been signed with operators of 
local fish cannery plants. 

“ Prevost also asserted that a sat- 
isfactory settlement had been 
reached with Monterey fish can- 
nery operators, bringing to an end 
the strike of 3,500 workers.

UNION LABEL | 
LEAGUE NOTES 


By C. ROY HEINRICHS 


The Union Label League of Ala- 


meda county is the answer to the 
unionists’ question: “Which com- 
modities are union-made, and where 
can they be purchased?” 


Obviously, the use of union-made 
goods and services is the very back- 
bone of successful labor organiza- 
tion. Without a generous demand 
for such goods and services much 
of labor’s past achievements would 
have been impossible. To identify 
the commodities made and sold un- 
der conditions giving fair returns 
to labor, the various trades have 
devised the union label to repre- 
sent these goods. It is the duty of 
all members of organized labor to 
be well acquainted with these va-; 
rious emblems, not only that they 
may, themselves, purchase the com- 
modities bearing these labels, but 
to urge upon non-unionists the ex- 
clusive use of union-made products. 


It is an unfortunate fact that too 
many members of organized labor 
do not realize the importance of 
the exclusive use of goods and 
services produced under fair con- 
ditions of labor. The purchase of 
unfair products by unionists puts 
union-earned money into the hands 
of those who will employ it to fight 
organized labor. Purchase of fair 
goods and services creates the am- 
munition with which to fight la- 
bor’s battles for decent wages and 
working conditions. 

To bring these facts forcefully to 
the attention of organized labor 
and the public generally, the label 
league has been bending its efforts 
during the past years. Misuse of 
the union label, or false advertising 
in regard to goods not actually 
produced under fair conditions, 
when reported to the label league, 
is speedily dealt with; many in- 
stances of the mis-labeling of 
goods in local stores with the in- 
tent to mislead the public have 
been brought to the attention of 
the label league, and the display of 
such unfair labels have been caused 
to be removed by the prompt action 
of the officers of your league. 


The union label league is union 
labor’s watchman, guarding union 
labor’s right to fair representation 
on the shelves of mercantile estab- 
lishments; it is labor’s educational 
center—teaching the fairness and 
importance of securing only goods 
and services fair to union labor. 
The league is at your services—and 
it needs and deserves your co-op- 
eration. 

The union label educational ex- 
position which will open shortly at 
2343 Broadway is the paramount 
effort of the league to make this 
community union label conscious. 
Watch for the opening dates to be 
announced soon. 

The next regular meeting of the 
union label league will be held 
Thursday evening, October 10, at 
8 o’clock. Important matters per- 
taining to the projected label exhi- 
bition will be discussed at this time.

STRIKE LARGE N. Y. 
APPLIANCE FACTORY 


New York is a hard-boiled union 
town. There are about one million 
organized workers within its en- 
virons. Yet, Local 3 of the interna- 
tional brotherhood of electrical 
workers has once more made the 
city’s headlines and shocked news- 
papermen into excitement and ac- 
tivity with its whirlwind strike at 
the Leviton Manufacturing com- 
pany, in the Greenpoint section of 
Brooklyn, one of the largest elec- 


trical appliance plants in the 
country, 

PM, the new afternoon tabloid 
newspaper has devoted 15 full 


pages for a series of six articles by 
Leo Huberman, noted labor writer, 
on conditions at the plant and what 
Local 3 is doing to win better wages 
and conditions for the 2,000 work- 
ers involved. Other newspapers 
have also given the story of the 
strike unusual space. 


Conditions at the plant, according 
to labor experts, are unbelieveable. 
Low wages: girls receive as little as 
$11 for forty-two hours’ work, and 
married men in many cases come 
home Saturday night with only $14 
in their pay envelopes. 


Unionization was discouraged and 
workers seen talking to union or- 
ganizers were discharged. The 
union says it is striking to enforce 
the national labor relations law 
which makes it illegal to intimidate 
workers for attempting to organize. 


Harry Van Arsdale, Jr., youthful 
and dynamic business manager of 
Local 3, has thrown himself whole- 
heartedly into the Leviton strike 
situation, which is a guarantee of 
its ultimate success. The union has 
voted $200,000 for relief and every 
striker receives $7 a week as well 
as free food and, in many cases, 
medical attention. The strike is 
now in its third week and so far 
more than $30,000 has been paid out 
as benefits. 


While men are earning labor 
union wages, their wives should be 
more discerning about union label 
products!

Cheered by a report from their 
officers of record-breaking prog- 
ress, 650 delegates met in the Hol- 
lenden hotel for an epochal conven- 
tion of the international association 
of machinists. 

The officers’ report disclosed that 
since the last convention in Mil- 
waukee four years ago the union 
has gained about 80,000 members, 
chartered 494 new lodges and now 
has more than 5,000 signed con- 
tracts in force with employers. 

“In every great industry on our 
continent,” says the report, ‘“ma- 
chinists are to be found—wherever 
men turn machines, great or small. 
This is the machine age and this is 
but the beginning of an age of in-

tricate machinery and mechanized 
power.” 

The union reported great expan- 
sion in the aviation field. It now 
has contracts with such impor- 
tant builders as Boeing, Beech, 
Consolidated, Curtiss-Wright, Lock- 
heed, Vega and Canadian Car and 
Foundry, as well as with many air- 
plane parts manufacturers. 

In the automobile, railroad, ship- 
yard and printing press fields fur- 
ther rapid organizing strides were 
recorded. 

Altogether, since 1933, the union 
has more than tripled its member- 
ship and now has more than 200,- 
000 dues-paying members on its 
rolls. 

Great progress was reported in 
behalf of machinists employed in 
navy yards and arsenals through 
the enactment of protective federal 
legislation. 

The report also bestowed high 
praise on the Tennessee valley au- 
thority for its labor relations and 
the new contract it has signed with 
fifteen A. F. of L. unions. 

Looking ahead, the report says 
one of the union’s unfinished bat- 
tles is for vacations with pay for 
its members. About 65,000 members 
now enjoy such vacations and steps 
are being taken to obtain the same 
benefits for all other members.

‘Carmen Swamp Co. 
In NLRB Election — 


Win by 896 to 210 in 
Illinois Plant 


An overwhelming victory was 
won by the brotherhood of railway 
carmen over the CIO steel workers 
jin a national labor relations board 
/election at the shops of the Mount 
Vernon Car Manufacturing com- 
pany, one of the nation’s biggest 
| builders of box cars. 


The carmen swept the field with 
896 votes to 210 for the CIO union. 
Members of the latter group ac- 
ceding to the ballot box result, 
abandoned their own union and 
marched in a body to the carmen’s 
headquarters in Mount Vernon and 
applied for membership. 

Thus ended long and bitter ri- 
;valry in the plant; which had been 
|marked by two strikes and national 
jlabor relations board intervention. 


“We're mighty happy over the re- 
turns,” declared President Felix 
Knight of the carmen. “It’s been a 
hard fight, and it has cost us a lét 
of time and money, but we are sure 
peace will now prevail. 

“Our confidence in the loyalty ,of 
the employes has been vindicated, 
and we can now go ahead and re- 
new our agreement with the com- 
pany. The result, I'm sure, will not 
| only bring satisfaction to the work- 
ers but to the entire city, which has 
been vitally affected by the dis- 
pute.” 


The triumph climaxed a _ three- 
year fight which began when the 
carmen, after signing up a big ma- 
jority of the workers in 1937, ne- 
gotiated a contract with the com- 
pany. 

A CIO minority called a walk- 
out and filed charges with the la- 
bor board that the company had 
shown favoritism to the carmen. 

Federal conciliators helped ar- 
range a settlement, agreed to by 
all parties, under which the strikers 
were returned to their jobs and 
workers were to choose between 
the unions at an NLRB election. 

To everyone’s surprise, however, 
the board’s regional representative 
refused to go along with the pro- 
posal and instead pressed the 
charges. Officials of the carmen 
declared this was a scheme to 
maneuver the CIO into a more fa- 
vorable position. 

Another shock to the carmen was 
subsequent action of the board as 
a whole in upholding the charges 
and annulling the brotherhood’s 
contract, despite the fact that it 
represented the great’ bulk of the 
employes. 
| The brotherhood refused to ac- 
;cept the decision and served notice 
jon the company it expected the 
}contract to be lived up to. Later, 
grievances between the brotherhood 
jand the company piled up, and the 
|carmen called a strike, which tied 
jup the plant for nearly three 
months. 

That was settled by means of a 
new understanding whereby the 
company agreed to dispose of the 
grievances, and an election was 
scheduled to clear up the claims of 
the rival unions. That poll estab- 
lished once and for all the brother- 
hood’s clear-cut majority. 

Negotiations are to begin at once 
for renewal of the former contract, 
President Knight explained. At the 
same time, the international asso- 
ciation of machinists will also ask 
for reinstatement of its former 
contract, covering a group of 
skilled mechanics within the I. A. 
M. jurisdiction. These two unions 
are working together in full har- 
mony. 


AFL Radio Operators 
Ordered Reinstated 


The Moore-McCormack Lines, 
Inc., New York city, were tenta- 
tively ordered by the national labor 
relations board to reinstate seven 
radio operators with back pay. The 
board alleged the men were dis- 
charged and denied reinstatement 
because they joined the commercial 
telegraphers’ union, A. F. of L. af- 
filiate, and were not members of 
the CIO American communications 
association.

WHOS WHD

FRANK B. POWERS 


Frank B. Powers, international 
president of the commercial teleg- 
raphers’ union, has been a contin- 
uous member of this organization 
since 1905. From 1921 to 1928 he 
held the position of international 
secretary-treasurer, and in the lat- 
ter year was elected international 
president. Mr. Powers is an aggres- 
sive and persistent organizer, hav- 
ing been confronted during his 
tenure of office with such organ- 
izational problems as the Western 
Union and Associated Press. The 
Associated Press is now under a 
closed shop agreement, while West- 
ern Union is now in its organiza- 


tional stages, with one partial 
closed shop agreement covering 
Washington, D. C. 

This international union had 
4,500 members in 1928 when Mr. 


Powers was elected as president, 
and is now approaching ‘the 10,000 
mark. Some 500 radio operators are 
included in the increased member- 
ship. 

Mr. Powers is also a member of 
the order of railroad telegraphers, 
holding a 25-year emblem. He was 
fraternal delegate from the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor to the 
Trades and Labor Congress of Can- 
ada in 1932. He has been a dele- 
gate to the conventions of the 


American Federation of Labor 
since 1925.

4,000 PAINTERS SETTLE 
IN NEW YORK STRIKE 


Two hundred agreements with in- 
dividual contractors made it pos- 
sible for 3,500 to 4,000 of the 12,000 
striking painters to return to work, 
it was announced by Louis Wein- 
stock, secretary-treasurer of Dis- 
trict Council 9 of the painters’ 
union, New York. The strike is now 
in its fourth week, 

Mr. Weinstock explained that the 
‘agreements with individual con- 
tractors provided for a wage rate 
of $1.60 an hour, a seven-hour day 
and the right of the union to con- 
trol 25 per cent of all hiring. Fur- 
thermore the agreements, in an ef- 
fort to stimulate employment, pro- 
vide that no painter may work 
more than three days weekly in 
the slack period from December 
through March. 


NLRB RULES ON GOOD 
FAITH IN BARGAINING 


The mere making of a counter 
proposal by an employer is insuffi- 
cient to establish good faith, the na- 
tional labor relations board ruled 
last week. Good faith in bargaining, 
the board said, requires that the 
counter proposal itself must be a 
bona fide one. 


Occasion for the ruling of the 
NLRB concerned a case brought by 
the Plywood and Veneer company, 
which excluded the union from the 
discussion with its employes of 
what wages were to be raised and 
what ones lowered.
